Election/Restrictions 

Claims 5, 6, 9 and 10 are hereby rejoined since they are dependent upon 
allowable claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claims 3 and 4 under 35 USC 1 12 second paragraph is 
withdrawn in view of the applicant's amendment to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - -the prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at least to 
the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding: an exposed part of a dielectric layer 
on a substrate having an inner boundary that conforms with the shape of the outer 
boundary of the effective device area. Claims 2-1 1 are dependent upon claim 1 . Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
